Portrait  of  an  Amateur  Artist: 


Art  Spomer 


Art  Spomer  is  a  plant  physiologist  at 
the  University  of  Illinois.  But  in  his 
spare  time,  he  works  seriously  as  an 
amateur  artist  and  participates  enthu- 
siastically in  all  phases  of  the  Town 
and  Country  art  program.  His  efforts 
as  an  artist  are  noteworthy  because  of 
the  large  number  of  blue  ribbons 
awarded  to  him  during  the  last  eight 
years.  They  clearly  indicate  that  he  is 
one  of  the  best  amateur  sculptors  in 
Illinois. 

As  Art  points  out,  not  many  hob- 
byists in  this  region  produce  sculp- 
ture. Consequently,  little  three- 
dimensional  work  appears  in  Town 
and  Country  exhibitions.  When  it 
does,  the  high  artistic  ability  of  the 
Illinois  craftsperson  is  unmistakable, 
and  that  same  calibre  of  talent  is  evi- 
dent in  the  hundreds  of  drawings  and 
paintings  that  appear  yearly  in  our 
shows.  Why,  then,  do  so  few  persons 
engage  in  the  creation  of  sculpture? 
Perhaps  those  who  might  be  inclined 
to  try  sculpture  do  not  know  how  to 
begin  or  what  tools  and  materials  to 
use.  With  that  in  mind,  we  asked  Art 
Spomer  to  list  the  basic  equipment 
that  a  wood  sculptor  needs  and  to  de- 
scribe the  procedure  he  follows  in 
making  his  carvings. 


Wood,  of  course,  is  the  first  re- 
quirement. Art  uses  several  kinds,  in- 
cluding walnut,  mahogany,  cherry, 
oak,  ironwood,  aspen,  osage  orange, 
and  yellow  pine.  Contrary  to  popular 
opinion,  the  hard  deciduous  woods 
are  usually  the  easiest  to  carve  even 
though  they  offer  more  resistance  to 
the  sculptor's  tools.  The  soft,  conifer- 
ous woods,  such  as  pine  and  red- 
wood, tend  to  splinter,  and  they 
therefore  require  exceptionally  sharp 
carving  tools.  Although  hardwoods 
are  more  popular  with  experienced 
carvers,  they  are  expensive  and  more 
difficult  to  obtain  than  they  were 
twenty-five  years  ago.  Art  says  that  he 
rarely  buys  his  wood.  Instead,  he  gets 
it  from  firewood  dealers,  arborists, 
and  people  who  have  cut  trees  in 
their  yards.  He  lets  the  wood  dry  in 
his  garage  for  a  few  months  before  us- 
ing it,  but  he  does  nothing  to  stop  the 
wood  from  checking  or  cracking. 
Some  carvers  try  to  reduce  checking 
by  coating  the  end  grain  of  the  un- 
cured  logs  with  wax  or  shellac. 

Anyone  wishing  to  buy  wood  for 
carving  will  find  dealers  listed  in  the 
Chicago  telephone  book.  One  of  the 
oldest  and  most  interesting  dealers  in 
the  state  is  the  Foley  Lumber  Com- 
pany of  Paris,  Illinois.  The  business 
was  started  by  three  brothers  in  1887 
and  continues  to  be  operated  by  Steve 
and  Jeff  Foley,  fourth-generation  de- 
scendants of  the  founders.  The  Foley 
Company  has  been  a  pioneer  in  pro- 
viding hardwoods  for  the  industrial 
design  departments  of  public  schools 
in  thirty-six  states,  and  it  also  has  had 
a  long  history  of  business  with  furni- 
ture manufacturers,  cabinetmakers, 
and  other  craftsmen.  The  company  is 
unique  because  it  owns  a  hundred- 
acre  tree  farm  and  also  buys  logs 
within  a  sixty-mile  radius  of  Paris,  it 
saws  them  on  its  own  band  saw,  and 

it  air  dries  and  kiln  dries  its  own 
wood.  Sawmills  that  possess  a  band 


saw  capable  of  cutting  large,  hard- 
wood logs  are  rare  indeed,  and 
Foley's  is  the  oldest  such  mill  in  the 
state.  The  saw's  blade  is  thirty-six  feet 
in  circumference  and  approximately 
ten  and  one-half  inches  wide.  It  can 
cut  hardwood  for  only  four  to  five 
hours  before  it  must  be  removed  for 
resharpening.  Clearly,  the  business  re- 
quires well-trained  and  skilled 
lumbermen  and  craftsmen.  It  is  run  by 
people  who  are  proud  of  their  tradi- 
tion, and  it  is  an  interesting  place  to 
visit. 

A  person  who  wishes  to  carve  from 
a  block  more  than  four  inches  thick 
may  find  that  a  piece  of  that  size  is 
not  available.  In  that  case,  it  is  possi- 
ble to  laminate  (glue  together)  several 
boards  to  form  a  single  chunk.  Art 
Spomer  has  done  so  with  pieces  of 
heavily  grained  yellow  pine.  He  uses 
Elmer's  glue  but  cautions  that  the 
boards  must  be  smooth  and  held 
together  under  considerable  pressure 
with  wood  clamps,  pipe  clamps,  or 
other  devices  while  the  glue  dries. 

The  tools  that  Art  uses  are  the  same 
as  those  used  by  professional  sculp- 
tors. Some  are  shown  in  the  accom- 


panying photograph,  and  several  were 
made  by  the  artist  himself.  The  most 
essential  are  a  mallet,  a  straight 
chisel,  a  shallow  one-inch  gouge,  a 
deep  one-inch  gouge,  a  wood  rasp, 
sandpaper,  and  a  slip  stone  for 
sharpening  the  tools.  Useful  but  not 
absolutely  necessary  are  a  heavy 
workbench  or  table,  a  band  saw,  a 
bench  screw,  a  skew  chisel,  a  curved 
gouge,  a  broad  hatchet,  a  small  adze, 
and  some  Plasticene  {a  kind  of  model- 
ing clay).  Art  advises  against  buying  a 
kit  of  tools  because  a  large  number  of 
the  ones  included  are  not  required. 
Instead,  he  recommends  beginning 
with  a  minimum  and  adding  more 
only  as  the  need  arises.  The  tools  may 
be  obtained  from  several  art  stores 
and  supply  companies  in  Illinois.  Two 
such  companies  offer  catalogues  of  art 
supplies,  including  those  for  wood 
carving:

Spomer  frequently  begins  his  sculp- 
ture by  making  a  small  model  of  Plas- 
ticene. Then  he  draws  front  and  side 
views  of  the  model  on  the  front  and 
side  of  the  wood  block.  Next,  he 
"roughs  out"  the  sculpture  by  cutting 
away  the  largest  portions  of  unwanted 
wood  with  a  band  saw,  a  broad  axe, 
a  small  adze,  or  a  deep  gouge.  Then 
Art  turns  to  chisels,  gouges,  and 
knives  for  further  refinement  of  the 
form.  He  might  allow  the  marks  made 
by  the  tools  to  remain  on  the  piece  as 
a  textural  element,  or  he  might  con- 
tinue to  refine  the  sculpture  with  a 
wood  rasp  and  sandpaper. 

Obviously,  wood  carving  is  time 
consuming,  but  the  number  of  hours 
or  days  required  to  complete  a  given 
piece  is  difficult  to  determine  because 
work  periods  are  often  irregular.  Art, 
for  example,  works  on  his  sculpture 
whenever  he  has  a  few  minutes  to 
spare.  He  estimates  that  the  piece  in 
this  show  is  approximately  half  done 
in  terms  of  the  time  he  will  spend  on 
it.  But  he  gets  a  lot  of  wholesome 
therapy  from  swinging  the  mallet  and 
the  axe,  and  he  says  that  the  smell 
and  feel  of  the  wood  are  special  joys. 


We  asked  Art  if  there  were  any 
ideas  about  composition  or  design 
that  give  direction  to  his  work.  He  re- 
plied that  much  of  the  composition  in 
his  sculpture  is  achieved  intuitively, 
and  any  growth  in  his  sensitivity  to 
visual  organization  has  probably 
come  from  years  of  looking  at  original 
works  of  art  and  at  reproductions  in 
books.  He  emphasizes  the  value  of 
exposure  to  all  kinds  of  art,  and  he 
believes  that  a  person  can  gain  much 
information  from  an  art  book  just  by 
browsing  through  it.  Anatomy  books, 
for  example,  are  very  helpful  to  a 
sculptor. 

One  of  Art's  conscious  composi- 
tional goals  is  to  take  advantage  of 
whatever  grain  his  wood  possesses. 
Making  the  grain  contribute  to  the  de- 
sign requires  thoughtful  planning  and 
constant  attention  to  the  effects  cre- 
ated by  the  removal  of  wood.  In  addi- 
tion. Art  likes  his  sculpture  to  look 
pleasant  from  all  directions.  This  is 
one  of  the  primary  compositional  re- 
quirements for  sculpture  in  the  round 
(a  three-dimensional  form  that  one 
can  walk  around).  Relief  sculpture,  on 
the  other  hand,  is  meant  to  be  placed 
on  a  wall,  so  it  needs  to  be  pleasant 
to  look  at  from  only  one  direction. 
Beginning  sculptors,  understandably, 
tend  to  treat  sculpture  in  the  round  as 
if  it  were  relief  sculpture.  In  other 
words,  they  work  on  it  largely  from 
one  direction  and  do  not  give  suffi- 
cient attention  to  all  sides. 

Another  compositional  effect  that 
Art  Spomer  likes  to  achieve  is  the  uni- 
ty or  cohesiveness  that  comes  from 
making  one  part  flow  into  another.  To 
put  it  another  way,  he  tries  to  create  a 
visual  pathway  for  the  eye  from  one 
part  of  the  work  to  another,  which 
helps  to  tie  the  piece  together.  A 
glance  at  Art's  work  will  reveal  that 
he  uses  this  technique  very  effective- 
ly. So  does  Ernst  Barlach,  the  famous 
German  sculptor  whose  work  Art 
admires.  Barlach  was  a  master  wood- 
carver.  His  sculpture  has  a  solid, 
monumental  quality  that  comes  partly 
from  the  flow  of  one  part  into  another 


and  partly  from  keeping  the  appen- 
dages in  one  single,  compact  unit 
with  the  rest  of  the  figure.  In  other 
words,  appendages  were  not  allowed 
to  extend  outward  from  the  body  be- 
cause they  would  lead  the  eye  away 
from  the  figure  and  reduce  its  unity. 
Barlach  also  gave  solidity  and  whole- 
ness to  his  figures  by  avoiding  the 
temptation  to  carve  deep  holes  into 
them.  The  absence  of  such  holes  re- 
duces visual  busyness,  and  it  helps  to 
maintain  the  character  of  the  block 
from  which  the  piece  was  carved. 
When  that  character  can  be  main- 
tained, one  gets  the  feeling  of  sculp- 
ture rather  than  the  impression  that 
the  artist  is  trying  to  fool  the  observer 
into  believing  that  he  is  looking  at  a 
real  object  or  person. 

Wood-carvers  interested  in  seeing 
fine  examples  of  wood  sculpture  other 
than  those  of  Barlach  might  turn  to 
the  works  of  Chaim  Gross,  Leonard 
Baskin,  Henry  Moore,  Barbara  Hep- 
worth,  and  Ivan  Mestrovich.  Hep- 
worth's  sculpture  is  largely  nonrep- 
resentational,  whereas  the  work  of  the 
others  is  not.  The  work  of  Ivan  Mes- 
trovich includes  a  large  amount  of  re- 
lief sculpture  which  could  be  very  in- 
formative to  anyone  interested  in 
making  that  kind  of  art. 

Most  people,  including  some 
artists,  probably  believe  that  success 


is  dependent  upon  the  development 
of  skill,  eye-hand  coordination,  and 
knowledge  of  the  "tricks  of  the 
trade."  By  "tricks"  they  mean 
methods  of  manipulating  tools  and 
elements  such  as  brushes,  pencils, 
colors,  and  chisels  to  achieve  certain 
effects.  But  nothing  could  be  further 
from  the  truth.  Skill,  or  the  ability  to 
manipulate  tools  and  materials  effec- 
tively, is  important,  but  it  is  relatively 
easy  to  develop,  given  sufficient  prac- 
tice. More  vital  and  more  difficult  to 
acquire  is  the  idea  or  the  concept  that 
is  to  be  given  shape  in  art.  Spomer 
has  stressed  this  point  more  than 
once,  and  he  agrees  that  it  is  hard  to 
tell  someone  how  to  get  a  good  idea 
for  any  kind  of  art.  Some  people  get 
ideas  from  sketching,  doodling,  or  the 
playful  manipulation  of  clay.  Others 
get  inspiration  from  reading,  playing, 
and  working.  Perhaps  the  best  advice 
is  not  to  ignore  any  aspect  of  life  as  a 
source  of  artistic  ideas.  Pay  attention 
to  the  world  around  you  and  learn  all 
you  can.  Then  when  you  are  ready  to 
make  art,  create  images  of  the  things 
you  know,  believe,  care  for,  and  im- 
agine.
